He has also provided transportation to senior 
citizen meetings and was instrumental in establishing 
bus and park benches for the entire city. 

Joe initiated the distribution of surplus food to 
seniors and needy of Sierra Madre. He has been 
chairman of the local Committee on Aging and pres¬ 
ident and vice president of Sierra Madre’s Senior 


Citizen Club. He obtained a City of Hope health van 
to come to Sierra Madre and provide free medical 
examinations and flu shots. 

In 1981 Joe was named by Los Angeles County 
Older American of the Year for Sierra Madre. Also 
in 1981, he was Citizen of the Year of Sierra Madre. 

At present, Joe is getting surplus bread and dis¬ 
tributing it each week to senior citizens, the needy, 
hospitals and the monastery. 

Joe and Mary have three sons who all live in the 
Southern California area, Joe, John and Peter. 

The Delgattos have contributed greatly to Sierra 
Madre and we can be proud to salute them as they 
ride down the boulevard in the parade on July 4.

Michael Gottardi wins Mt. Wilson Trail Race

Twenty-five-year-old Michael Gottardi, taking 
an early lead and reaching his own mountain high, 
won the 26th annual Mt. Wilson Trail Race on Sat¬ 
urday, May 23. The Hastings Ranch resident has run 
this race for seven years and was a long way out in 
front when he broke the finish line tape with a terrific 
time of 58.19. 

Gottardi was a past Trail Race winner in 1989 
and 1990 and placed second last year. Among prizes 
presented to him were the men’s trophy for top place, 
a race medallion and his name will again be placed on 
the city’s perpetual trophy. 

Kellie Mecham, age 28, with a time of 1:21.42, 
took, the women’s winning trophy. She is a Monrovia 
resident and a veterinary assistant at Santa Anita Race 
Track. This was her first year to enter. 

Alan Reynolds’ time of 1:02.26 brought him in 
second overall. He holds the present Trail Race rec¬ 
ord of 56.20 which he set in 1988. He also won in 
1987. This Pasadena native who now resides in the 
Bay area at Stinson Beach is 28. 

Francisco Garcia of Whittier, a very mature 35 
years old to place near the top in this toughest of 
races, rolled through the finish line for third overall, 
time 1:02.53. 

Thirty-seven of the 250 runners who ran in this 
race were men and women who are Sierra Madre 
re.sidents. Tops for male runners was Vernon Dinges, 
time 1:07.29; second, Ralph West, a 13-year Trail 
Race veteran, time 1:13.53; and third, Stephan Vass, 
1:17.07. 

First Sierra Madre woman was Cheryl Galbraith, 
time, 1:24.46. 

Cindy Englander battled it out on me trail with 


Meacham and she is also from Monrovia, to place 
second for women overall with 1:23.46. Second for 
Sierra Madre women was Jill Theis, 1:40.48 and third, 
Theresa Burns, 1:42.11. Burns has been with the Rec¬ 
reation Department, now teaches at Barnhart School 
and this summer will be heading a full day care pro¬ 
gram at Sierra Madre School, appropriately called 
"Orchard Day Camp.” Orchard Camp, halfway up 
Mt. Wilson Trail is the turnaround point for the Trail 
Race. 

Laura Wiles was a second place winner in the 
20 to 29 category but left as soon as she finished the 
race to join the 5000 people “Marching for Jesus” 
and covering a 20-block area in Pasadena. Her sister, 
Claudia Unipan, who also ran in this event, stayed 
to receive her sister’s medallion award. 

A special note was made, too, when Denise Cus¬ 
co in the 10 to 15 category received her first place 
award. She ran this year for Marissa Sandoval who 
was first in this age category last year. Sandoval had 
registered to enter this year, became ill and is in the 
hospital, so her friend, Cusco, ran for her. 

Thanks to this young runner for pinch-hitting 
and Melissa, “Get Well soon - we missed you!” 

Jerry Soto, a 10-year race veteran, placed first 
in the 60 plus category, time 1:23; A1 Sullivan, second 
and Art Soderbloom was third. Soderbloom has run 
this event for at least 10 years and has also run in sucii 
races as the Boston Marathon. 

Frank Ebiner was first in the heaviest category 
of entrants, the men’s 30 to 39 age group with 1:02.40. 
The family is from West Covina and his brother. Matt, 
won last year ans also five years before that. Frank 
was fourth overall. 

Another race veteran who also ran this year is 
John Rouse, a former Sierra Madre resident now liv¬ 


ing in Duarte. Running along side was his 9-year-old 
son, Matthew. 

Coming in dead last, as he has for many years 
and after an almost three-hour run, was 59-year-old 
Larry Sherwin, who received the prize of a bottle of 
champagne. He was wearing a Trail Race T-shirt 
with a collage he had made on the back using past 
Trail Race T-shirts. 

Doug Hayes, Sierra Madre’s Citizen of the Year 
and Fourth of July chairman, had the honor of shoot¬ 
ing the starting gun at 7:30 a.m. 

Sierra Madre Rose Princesses Ana Delgado and 
Kimberly Swift presented the awards to the race winners. 

Jerry Carlton was Race Committee chair and 
was supported by many volunteers and organizations 
who helped to make this annual spring event come 
off so well. 

Mike Sullivan, Search and Rescue Team member, 
was again race announcer. 

The trail was in good condition, thanks to the 
hard-working volunteers who replaced and repaired 
washed-out areas of the trail for easier going. The 
weather remained overcast keeping the temperature 
down. 

The Trail Race Committee has started a memorial 
fund for Ambrose Zaro. The beloved Zaro, who died 
two years ago at almost age 90, had worked for most 
of his life as “Keeper of the Trail.” Funds raised will 
be used for continued maintenance of the trail. Checks 
for the Ambrose Zaro Mt. Wilson Trail Race Fund 
may be mailed to the Sierra Madre Recreation De¬ 
partment, Sierra Madre City Hall, 232 W. Sierra 
Madre Blvd., Sierra Madre 91024.

Recycling, Fire Code bring approval 


“It’s about time...I don’t know why they ex¬ 
clude businesses,” Laurie Cooper told the Sierra 
Madre City Council Tuesday Evening when the group 
discussed the proposed multi-family recycling pro¬ 
gram that is scheduled to be implemented in July, 1992, 
with renters, managers and owners to be contacted 
by Western Waste Industries, the city’s trash company. 

Cost to the property owner will be $1.50 per 
dwelling unit per month for locations with five to 
eight units on a single lot, as well as those with nine 
units plus. 

Multi-family units with five to eight units will be 
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serviced by a curbside program the same as the one 
now in effect for single family households. 

Each residential unit will be supplied with a 14- 
gallon orange recycling container. Larger complexes 
will have a recycling station. For every 24 units. 
Western Waste will provide a set of two 95-gallon 
wheeled carts to be placed near the current trash con¬ 
tainers. Each unit will be provided a seven-gallon re¬ 
cycling container with a handle to store and transfer 
recyclables to the recycling station area. 

The recycling program is required for the city to 
meet the requirements of AB939 and the reduction of 
the waste stream to sold waste landfills of 25 percent 
by 1995. 

The City Council overturned the Planning Com¬ 
mission’s decision and granted Deborah Ross at 297 
W. Carter Ave. a variance to construct a six-foot 
masonry wall to replace the existing irreparable wood 
fence. The group conditioned the decision on a land¬ 
scape plan to be approved by Kev Tcharkhoutian, 
director of public works. 

“One of my pet peeves as well as the canopy- 
effect of overgrown trees is the weed and brush abate¬ 
ment process,” Fire Chief Ed Tracy said, following 
the council’s passing of the Uniform Fire Code and 
amending related sections of the Municipal Code. 
“Passage of Ordinance 1091 (the Uniform Fire Code) 
will speed up the process even though problems will 
continue to exist within the city,” he added. 

“The city is doing these people’s gardening on 
an annual basis,” he said, referring to the weed abate¬ 
ment listing of violators. He pointed to a lot in the 
600 block of Orange Grove that is “an annual viola¬ 
tor of the program. It’s a dangerous fire situation.” 
He said he was pleased that now the department had 
a 10-day window period to move on these problems

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Wildland Fire 
Prevention Week 
opens Fire Season 

Governor Pete Wilson’s proclama¬ 
tion of Wildland Fire Prevention Week 
(May 17-23) brings with it the realization 
of the extreme fire danger facing Cali¬ 
fornia this summer and fall. A thick 
grass CTop from heavy winter rains, cou[^ed 
with the lingering effects of a five-year 
drought, has created hazardous wildfire 
conditions across the state, in both rural 
and urban areas. 

This year’s rainfall increased grass 
and scrub growth considerably. That 
vegetation is now turning from green to 
golden brown and is drying to a tinder¬ 
like state. Additionally, the state’s ex¬ 
tended drought killed over 12 million 
trees that are now ready to burn. But 
these conditions aren’t unique to the 
rural areas of the state. 

Fire safe preparedness includes fol¬ 
lowing the guidelines in Public Resources 
Codes (PRC) 4290 and 4291, which are 
mandated by law in many areas of the 
state. Residents can create and main¬ 
tain a defensible space by: 

CLEARING dry brush and grass 
at least 30 feet away from their 
home. 

CUTTING tree limbs that are low- 
hanging or near their roof and 
chimney. 

CLEANING debris, pine needles 
and leaves from their roof and 
gutters.

Bicycle helmets save lives 


With the increased pop¬ 
ularity of bicycling has 
come a dramatic increase 
in bicycle associated in¬ 
juries and deaths. In the 
U.S., children account 
for approximately 70 per¬ 
cent of the bicycle injuries 
needing treatment in hos¬ 
pital emergency rooms. 
They account for more 
than half the deaths. Head 
injury is the most com¬ 
mon cause of serious dis¬ 
ability and death from bi¬ 
cycle injuries. 

Every year, nearly one 


million children (under 
age 14 years) have bicycle- 
related injuries serious 
enough to require medi¬ 
cal attention. Between 
400,000 to 500,000 of 
these children require 
emagency room or trauma 
team evaluation. 

Of those children treated 
in emergency rooms, one- 
third have suffered head 
injuries. Two-thirds ad¬ 
mitted to hospitals after 
bicycle injuries have suf¬ 
fered head injuries (many 
are admitted to intensive 


care units). The challenge, 
clearly, is to protect against 
head injuries. Unfortunate¬ 
ly, only two percent of 
children under 14 years 
of age wear helmets when 
bicycling. 

When purchasing a 
helmet make sure it has 
a sticker indicating that 
it has passed crash testing 
criteria determined by the 
Sndl Foundation or ANSI. 

The Safety Center, 
whose mission is injury 
prevention, contracted 


with Troxel Bicycle Prod¬ 
ucts Group (whose hel¬ 
mets are both ANSI and 
Snell approved), and be¬ 
gan a low-cost bicycle hel¬ 
met program in Oct. 1991. 
Also, the center has avail¬ 
able an excellent 25-minute 
video for children 5-12 
years of age promoting 
bicycle safety called “Bi¬ 
cycle Safety Camp.’’ If 
interested in ordering a 
helmet or the bicycle safety 
video call the Safety Cen¬

Carrot Top revisited...

This is a continuation of the series on Sierra 
Madre government. Ed. 

Sierra Madre is located in the First District 
of Los Angeles County, which is represented by 
a supers'isor on the County Board of Supervisors. 
Sierra Madre is in the 49th assembly district 
which elects one Assemblyman in the state legis¬ 
lature and is in the 24th Congressional District. 
This district elects one representative to the United 
States House of Representatives. As a part of 
Los Angeles County, the city is represented by 
the county’s one Senator in the State Legislature. 
Representation to Congress and the State Assem¬ 
bly is reapportioned according to the population 
changes every 10 years by a commission of the 
State Legislature. 

City elections are set by ordinance and fall 
on the second Tuesday in April in even number 
years. Absentee ballots are permitted for local 
elections and must be received by the City Clerk 
not less than seven days before the election. Write- 
in votes are also permitted. Some of these laws 
have been changed over the past few years. 


The city of Sierra Madre belongs to the 
County Sanitation District No. 15. When sewers 
are built fhe city assesses the property owner by 
the frontage of his lot. The city also makes con¬ 
tract, by bids, for dispo.sal of refuse. The proper¬ 
ty owner is then billed for the services. 

Sierra Madre had one hospital, operated as 
a nonprofit institution and was sold to the Arca¬ 
dia Methodist Hospital sometime in the early 
’70s. Before it was sold, an inheritance grant 
was received from a former Councilwoman and 
a wing was built at the time to take care of older 
people needing attention. It had 34 beds before 
the new wing was fully accredited. Emergency 
service was provided. 

Sierra Madre supports a free public library 
for the use of all city residents. Neighboring 
residents may use the facilities by obtaining a 
permit at a very low cost. The policy of the 
library is controlled by a five-member board 
appointed by the mayor and approved by City 
Council.

The Main Street Chamber of Commerce 
Design Review Council is pleased to have the op¬ 
portunity to discuss in this article a few topics 
of interest to all of us, specifically what is a De¬ 
sign Review Council, how does it operate in 
Sierra Madre, and what does it hope to accom¬ 
plish for the downtown business district. There 
seems to be questions relative to the Design Re¬ 
view process that hopefully this article will answer. 

The Design Review Council, (DRC) was or¬ 
iginally established in 1989 as one of the four coun¬ 
cils of the State of California Main Street Pro¬ 
gram to assist the storeowners and property 
owners, as well as the city, in developing a more 
aesthetically pleasing, revitalized downtown 
Sierra Madre Commercial Business District, thus 
attracting more shoppers and future businesses 
and increasing the downtown economic poten¬ 
tial for profitability for all. To facilitate this 
effort, the Design Review Council developed a 
set of Design Guidelines which will be completed 


in June to be used as a guidebook of recommen¬ 
dations for anyone wishing to remodel, rebuild 
or spruce up their business. It is an attempt to 
put into words a concept of what is unique 
about Sierra Madre and what should be preserved 
and enhanced in the downtown area. This book 
is filled with ideas and recommendations which 
hopefully will be helpful to everyone. 

In order to focus upon an overall direction 
of movement towards aesthetic and economic 
revitalization of the downtown area, the Design 
Review Council, with a great deal of support 
from the Planning Department and City Admin¬ 
istrator Jim McRea, instituted a Design Review 
Procedure through the city permit process. In¬ 
formation regarding Design Review Procedures 
is available through the City Planning Depart¬ 
ment or through the Chamber of Commerce 
office and the Design Review Council.

Letters from home 



Buell is kind of the seer of the village. An 
octagenarian - once a State Senator - he lives in 
the big white colonial house on the hill. But 
these cold, snowy days he spends his afternoons 
loafing around the big oil'-heating stove at Lem- 
kuhl’s John Deere. 

The black-and-white T.V. on the counter 
was turned after the news about recession, un¬ 
employment and the candidates “promising to 
‘jump start’ the economy.” The spit-and-whittle 
club was in session. 

Back in the Big Depression, Buell remem¬ 
bered they called that “pump priming” and 
Washington cooked up a whole bunch of alpha¬ 
bet soup to cure things: PWA, WPA, NRA, 
REC, CCC, etc. Now that depression lasted a 
decade and at one time in 1933 the unemploy¬ 
ment rate was about 25 percent and after the 
government programs in 1940, it was still about 
15 percent. 

Well that started things. Since most of the 
group grew up during the ’30s, there was plenty 
to remember - to only the depression but the 
simultaneous drought dust bowl and the grass¬ 
hopper plague. 

The farm boys remembered selling eggs for 


a dime a dozen, and burning ear corn because 
it was cheaper than buying fuel. 

Lem remembered a celebration supper when 
his dad sold the first John Deere tractor in 12 
months - and later worried about getting paid 
for it. 

Of course, kids didn’t have their parents’ 
worries - and I was one of the luckiest with 
three older brothers. I had plenty of “hand me 
downs” and was one of the few who had a decent 
suit and long coat. 

People were really frugal. When the young¬ 
est boy finished wearing the suit, there was a 
dilemma! Either send the suit with other woolen 
remnants to the Olson Rug Company in Chicago 
to ahve them weave a parlor rug, or put the suit 
in mothballs and wait the arrival of another son. 

The decision was easy for the moms. First, 
most were tired of the worn linoleum in the com¬ 
pany front room - and - you know the other 
reason. 

The club finally agreed there was a good 
side. For once, people were not spending money 
they didn’t have to buy things they didn’t need 
to keep up with people they didn’t like. They 
were all in the same boat.

Problem intersections eyed 
by City Council Tuesday 


Traffic at Auburn and Carter and at the inter¬ 
section of Auburn and Grandview have been a con¬ 
tinuing problem for many Sierra Madreans. 

Among those are Ruth Teigler, Joe Catalano and 
Ralph Schroder, all who spoke to the council Tuesday 
evening. 

Teigler had prepared a booklet of photographs 
as well as information which she had gleaned from 
the DMV, pronouncing it possible for a city to declare 
any corner hazardous in spite of traffic studies. She 
said that the city could place a four-way stop at either 
of these intersections despite any traffic studies that 
declare the area not dangerous enough for such action. 

Police Chief Bill Betts submitted two memoran¬ 
da concerning both intersections, declaring that four¬ 
way stop signs are not needed for either area. 

“A stop sign is not recommended as a substitute 
for other traffic control devices,” he stated, and ex¬ 
plained tha* better signage is needed and a curb on 
Grandview running east should be painted red to im¬ 
prove visibility for north-bound Auburn traffic. 

He also stated that a new fence on the southeast 
corner should be changed to increase visibility. He 
said that radar enforcement would be stepped up to 
keep the speeds within posted limits. 

“Over the last two years we have had three ac¬ 
cidents at the North Auburn and West Grandview 
intersection. A traffic count at that location shows 


an average of 392 traffic units per hour in this inter¬ 
section averaged over an eight-hour period. Cross 
traffic is delayed on an average of 12 seconds,” the 
chief’s report read. 

He told the public that some people overrun the 
stop sign and accidents are caused by illegal U-turns 
and boulevard stops. 

“Placement of more stop signs is not necessarily 
the answer,” he explained. 

Catalano said he had seen a lot of “near misses - 
every other day.” He feels that a regular crossing 
guard is needed and complained that there is one em¬ 
ployed only mornings. School children are on their 
own in the afternoons. 

Schroder said he agreed with the chief concern¬ 
ing no more stop signs but he thinks people cannot 
see into the stop area so they creep forward into 'he 
intersection and that’s when they are struck. “ 1 he 
primary problem is vision and clearance.” 

The council decided to accept the recommenda¬ 
tions of Chief Betts and request a review of the inter¬ 
sections. However, Mayor Gary Adams said he would 
like another report within a three-month, or even six- 
week period. 

He added, “How about a report at the second 
meeting in June, in July and in August?” The chief 
agreed.

Sierra Madre City Council members joined most 
other organizations in looking for areas in which they 
could augment the budget for the next year. They 
met May 19 at an adjourned City Council meeting. 

According to Scan Joyce, assistant City admin¬ 
istrator, $90,046 needs to be cut from the budget 
prior to its being adopted. The council will be dis¬ 
cussing the budget during the regular June meetings 
on June 9 and 23. 

A couple of areas where they thought they might 
be able to charge were responses to false security alarms 
and hazardous material regulation. 

They also discussed maintenance services such 
as street tree maintenance, street sweeping and parking 
lot maintenance. 

They recalled that the MSI report for which they 
contracted about two years ago and which stimulated 
thinking about raising some of the service costs, had 
indicated that assessment districts could be established 
in these areas. 

Many fees have been raised, such as sewer con¬ 
nection inspection, street and curb cut inspection, 
zone variances, review of sign request, environmental 
review going through public safety services which 
have included parking permits, fingerprinting, re¬ 
sponses to party disturbances and going through to 
driving under the influence arrests. Other small fees 
increases, such as equipment rentals at the library and 
recreation center rentals have been proposed. 

While perusing the draft 1992-93 Municipal Bud¬ 
get, Council members reviewed the general fund 
revenue at $4,523,397; the restricted revenue, at 
$1,656,793; and the Community Redevelopment 
Agency (the council sits in this capacity, also), $387,377, 
bringing that total to $6,467,467. 

Salaries during the next year (proposed) equal 


$1,912,478. Personnel services come to $731,542; 
onerations to $ 1.749.954: and the capital to $4.613,443. 

Proposed revenue which includes the general fund, 
sewer, California library services, gas tax, maintenance 
districts. Sierra Madre Financing Authority, water 
operations (partial list) come to $6,686,717. 

Permits, fees, licenses, taxes, reimbursements, 
special events, and dividents equal a proposed $4,523,397. 

Proposed City Council salaries equal $14,999 
with Workers Compensation, Medicare, and F.I.C.A. 
equaling $1090. Operations subtotals, which include 
office supplies, printing, duplication, conference and 
meeting expenses, come to $10,300 for a grand total 
at $26,390. The actual budget in 1990-91 for these 
services was $18,489. 

Proposed budget for the city clerk is $3000 and 
the total for city administration department is at 
$199,762. This includes group health insurance, all 
types of maintenance and office equipment. 

Proposed city treasurer budget stands at $14,475, 
added to all insurance, office supplies, memberships, 
etc., the proposed is at $19,350. City attorney bud¬ 
get which includes special legal fees comes to $62,000. 
Proposed total department budget for the Police De¬ 
partment is at $1,297,796. 

Proposed fire prevention stands at $119,630 
which includes wages for temporary employees, in¬ 
surance, maintenance, meetings and dues. Salaries 
are for two full-time fire inspectors and 50 percent of 
a secretary. 

Proposed fire suppression budget is $175,109 
while the municipal facilities department is at $89,400. 

Proposed building services include $61,763 while 
engineering services are at $121,253 and street main¬ 
tenance is $259,093. This last amount equals salaries 
($94,434), insurance, materials and equipment. 


Public works special services, Workas Compen¬ 
sation, State Unemployment Insurance, refuse col¬ 
lection included in operations is $653,753. 

Proposed fleet maintenance is at $ 119,794 while 
Urban Forest Management (equipment maintenance, 
vehicle operation and maintenance, etc.) stands at 
$34,000. 

Proposed parks maintenance division comes to 
$104,073 and sewer maintenance is at $71,405. Water 
production which includes salaries proposed, insurance, 
uniforms, maintenance, etc., stands at $719,057 
while water transmission is at $240,507. Wells, pumps, 
and water distribution systems equal $80,000 out of 
that sum. Water general and administration has a 
total of $125,484. 

Proposed recreation department total is $217,782. 
The municipal pool summary amounts to $122,799; 
the community and senior center is at $27,186. 

The public library total is $386,269 with salaries 
at $228,952 in that total. 

Planning services, with a subtotal salary proposal 
at $40,535, stands at $60,609. The Proposition A, 
SMART, Dial-A-Ride, Foothill Community Services, 
printing, advertising, and RTD equals $175,900. 
Proposed Community Development Block Grand 
program comes to $64,158. 

Capital projects, which includes such items as 
the city hall pergola construction. Sierra Vista Park 
Improvement, Orange Grove Reconstruction, Mem¬ 
orial Park Playground improvement, street maintenance 
improvements, reroofing of Richardson House, Li¬ 
brary Asbestos Removal, and Pool improvements, 
has a capital subtotal of $3,724,500. 

The council will continue to weigh the costs and 
revenue of the city in upcoming meetings to be an¬ 
nounced.

This 
is non-controversial en¬ 
tertainment. Which sells 
tickets. 


But the production 
previously announced, 
and then postponed, 
"Camping with Henry 
and Tom” which involves, 
I understand, an imaginary 
conversation between Hen¬ 
ry Ford and Thomas Ed¬ 
ison, suggested some in¬ 
tellectual insights and 
commentary on contem¬ 
porary problems. Paul 
Lazarus, artistic director 
of the Playhouse, pleads 
casting problems and 
promises a future date for 
it. Well and good, but 
the fate of the Los Angeles 
Theater Center, which died, 
in part, from a case of 
terminal soapbox, should 
not scare the Playhouse 
away from productions 
which engage the mind 
as well as the heart and 
the funny bone. We’ve 
had nothing to argue about 
since “Other People’s 
Money” which came un¬ 
der the auspices of former 
artistic director Susan 
Dietz. 

Speaking of things that 


have died, the unforunate 
and abrupt demise of the 
California Music Theater 
is regrettable but predic¬ 
table. It was an ambitious 
venture which occasionally 
succeeded, as in their 
“Man of La Mancha,” 
“Call Me Madam” and 
“The Wizard of Oz,” but 
too often turned out dis¬ 
asters like "lolanthe” and 
“Babes in Toyland.” 
Enough of that sort of 
thing and audiences do 
not trust you enough to 
subscribe, but wait for 
critical reviews before in¬ 
vesting in tickets. And 
subscriptions are the life¬ 
blood of any theater sea¬ 
son, the only guaranteed 
source of audience sup¬ 
port, the only insurance 
agent against the occasion¬ 
al weak product. 

Inept business procedures 
and erratic executives com¬ 
bined with some crude 
direction and pedestrian 
choreography to prick 
CMT’s bubble. 

It’s sad, but that’s show 
biz.

Strings, twine, thread, shredded pieces of cloth or carpet, 
or even the binder around your newspaper can be very 
dangerous if chewed or swallowed. They can become 
caught under the longue and your cat will be unable to 
pass them through the digestive tract. Strings can actually 
cut through the intestines as your cat attempts normal 
passage. If your cat starts vomiting severely at any time he 
or she should be seen by your veterinarian, especially if 
your cat likes to play wilh strings. Pick up all pieces of str¬ 
ing around the house. Give your cat safe toys to play 
wilh-a ball of aluminum foil, catnip toys, and of course a 
scratching post. You’ll find many safe toys at your pet 
store. Your cat will also invent “toys” of his own from 
objects around your house! Just make sure they are safe.

Love has been and still 
is the topic of Pastor Bar¬ 
ney’s sermons. We’ve 
talked about love not be¬ 
ing proud, rude and now. 
we find it’s not easily an¬ 
gered. Barney stressed 
the fact that we reap what 
we sow. Wisdom is the 
establishment of a bank 
account of mercy, com¬ 
passion, respect and love 
in order to draw upon 
when we are in need.

When we think in these 
terms, how and where 
does anger take its place? 
There is legitimacy in an¬ 
ger.

It’s 
a legitimate emotion. But 
there is a darker side to 
anger and it is this that 
we want to address. 

Barney stated that anger 
reflects bitterness and a 
tough heart and this in 


turn causes physical dam¬ 
age. Anger reflect back 
to the person who is an¬ 
gry and emotionally con¬ 
sumes that person. The 
pernicious effect that an¬ 
ger has is manifested in 
the number of people who 
are emotionally disturbed, 
bitter and unforgiving. 
Relationally it is deadly 
because it pushes people 
away, in particular, loved 
ones. People will put up 
with just so much and then 
there comes a time when 
their “cup overfloweth.’’ 
After a time people get 
inured and develop the

drome. The consequence 
is an isolation booth for 
the angry person. This is 
the antithesis of what Jesus 
preaches. His message is 
“By this they shall know 
that you are my disciples, 
as you love one another.” 

We’re not perfect at 
Bethany by any stretch 
of the imagination but we 
are not angry people and 
we strive to show our love.

to hear the voice of God 
say, "1 love you,” but 
actually, God floods us 
with His love every lime 
we come to Mass. He 
creates an atmosphere of 
love for us within His 
home, the church. In the 
liturgy, love is like the air 
we breathe. 

When loved ones have 
moved away, we hope they 
keep in contact. We are 
delighted when we receive 
a letter, which makes the 
person present to us. The 
Bible is God’s letter to us 
written through the Holy 
Spirit. The liturgy takes 
those sacred words and 
turns them into dynamic 
reality. The Church teaches 
that “Christ Himself speaks 
to us when the holy scrip¬ 
tures are read in the litur¬ 
gy.” 

God shows His love in 
the liturgy of Holy Com¬ 
munion. A mother loves 
to feed her family, especial¬ 
ly adult children who re¬ 
turn home. One can imag¬ 
ine Jesus stopping at home 
in Nazareth for a day’s 
respite from His mission¬ 
ary journeys. Mary wel¬ 
comes Him with open arms 
and urges Him to sit down 
and eat. 

Marvelously in the Mass 
Jesus is not the guest; He 


is the host who invites us 
to His table and says, 
“Take this, all of you, 
and eat it; this is My body. 
Take this all of you and 
drink from it; this is the 
cupof My blood.” Hap¬ 
py indeed are those who 
are invited to His supper, 
because in being nourished 
they are being loved. 

The love of God which 
we experience at Mass 
should beget within us a 
love for our brothers and 
sisters.

Sierra Madre resident Bob Mitchell is a soft-spoken 
man who, as vice president of the U.S. Ministries for 
World Vision, is making a major impact on the prob¬ 
lems facing children and their families in our country. 
The International Christian Relief and Development 
Agency is working in almost 100 countries and sup¬ 
porting over 6000 projects. 

Here in the U.S., Mitchell is leading a devoted 
staff, based in the World Headquarters located in 
neighboring Monrovia. 

A sample of the programs include partnering 
with agencies and church-based organizations to help 
implement housing and jobs for the needy, actual 
development of small businesses, ethnic awareness 
through leadership programs, refugee mentoring, aid 
and options for youth in “at risk gang and drug in¬ 
festation areas.” 

Bob’s work involves the networking of churches, 
individuals, companies, and any sincere people who 
want to assist those who are less fortunate in con¬ 
structive ways, to help the needy regain control and 
dignity in their lives. 

Some of the other work he oversees is that of 
emergency aid to disaster victims and their families. 
Whether after the 1989 San Francisco earthquake or 
farm worker freeze victims. World Vision has come 
to the assistance of those in trouble. The work is so 
immense that one could no detail all the charitable 
efforts simply in an article. Suffice it to say that it is 
a most commendable endeavor. 

When trying to get Mitchell to talk about him¬ 
self, he refocuses the conversation to humanitarian 
issues.

As the June 1992 primary elections approach 
and you’re just as undecided as you were three 
months ago the following items in the Arcadia 
Public Library may help you in choosing among 
the many issues and candidates. 

First, the May 1992 issue of “California 
Journal” is devoted entirely to the 1992 elections 
including information on the U.S. Senate race, 
the U.S. congressional district races, ballot prop¬ 
osition analysis and state senate and state assem¬ 
bly district election analysis. 

Other magazines to scan for election cover¬ 
age are “Congressional Quarterly Weekly Re¬ 
port” and the monthly issues of “Congressional 
Digest.” 

Two important books for federal, state and 
local election coverage and background informa¬ 
tion on the candidates are “California Political 
Almanac 1991-92” and “Congressional Voting 
Guide.” “California Political Almanac 1991-92” 
(Reference 320.979C) is best for current as well 
as previous years’ election information. It has 
many charts and maps throughout the book. A 
chapter on California voting patterns, biographies 
on California political leaders and all state assem¬ 
blymen and state senators, giving their voting 
record, make it a useful source this time of year. 
Also of interest are biographies of state Supreme 
Court Justices and a full explanation of the 1992 
reapportionment issue. 

The “Congressional Voting Guide” (Refer¬ 
ence 328.73B), published in 1991, gives a state- 
by-state, 10-year compilation of congressional 
voting records on all major issues. It gives the 
members’ vote, as well as indicating a “not present” 
count. A helpful short description of each mea¬ 
sure to appear before the House and Senate dur¬ 
ing the 10 years the book covers is also included.
